Rasic had talks with 
ASF president Sir Arthur 
George last week but his 
candidature did not 
receive the support of the 
executive.

LONDON, — The English season gets un- 
der way on August 19 and this year England 
is the only country with two entries in the 


European Cup. 


Liverpool qualify as holders 
and the new English cham- 
pions, Nottingham Forest, will 
make their debut in the Cup: 

In terms of experience in 
Europe, the contrast between 
the two is stark. Liverpool, 
embarking on their 15th con- 
secutive season of European 
Cup and the U.E.F.A. Cup 
twice each and have reached 
the final of the Cup Winners’ 


Cup 

Nottingham Forest have 
put a toe into European 
waters only twice. In 1961 
they did not survive the first 
round of the fairs (later 
renamed UEFA.) Cup 
Eleven years ago they did not 
survive the seacond round. 

The seeding assured Liver- 
pool of steering clear of 
Europe's hot shots in the first 
round, but Forest, with no 
record to earn them the 
relative shelter of a seed, 
drew Liverpool. 

So the English “Bonus” will 
not outlive the first-round ties. 

Liverpool and Forest 
played equal parts in 
Scotland's World Cup squad 
in Argentine. 

The Scots flopped but 
regained some self-respect 
by beating Holland 3-2 in their 
final group match Judged by 
that performance, Liverpool 
and Forest contributed the 
outstanding elements in the 
team. 


Liverpool's Grame 





Souness,. passed over for the 
decisive earlier matches 
against Peru and Iran, shared 
midfield honours against the 
Dutch with the elusive Archie 
Gemmill of Forest, who 
scored from a penalty and 
later swarmed through for 
one of the outstanding goals 
of the tournament. 

Liverpool's Kenny Dalglish 
scored the Scot's opening 
goal 

Earlier, Forest had three 
players in the Scottish eleven, 
but by the time the Holland 
match came along, two of 
them. Kenny Burns and John 
Robertson, were relegated to 
the substitutes’ bench. 

Yet it would be rash to write 
off either man. Burns, voted 
“Footballer of the Year" by 
soccer writers. was the best 
sweeper in English football all 
through last season 

Robertson. however, may 
find it easier to regain his 
place in the Scottish side 
because he is the natural 
replacement for Willie 
Johnston, sent home in dis- 
grace from Argentina after a 
dope test proved positive. 

With Johnston banned 
from the side, Robertson 
must be much in manager 
Ally Macleod’s mind if his 
line-up for the forthcoming

MY GREATEST 


DISAPPOINTMENT 


One of the most treasured items Jim 
Armstrong received during his dis- 
tinguished playing career hangs in his 


wardrobe. 


It's a South Melbourne 
Hellas club blazer. 

However, while Jim is 
proud to be associated with 
the Greek-backed club, his 
playing days with Hellas 
ended in bitter disappoint- 
ment. 

In late 1976, after serving 
the club so admirably, scoring 
89 goals in the process, 
Armstrong was told he was no 
longer wanted. 

It was a shattering blow for 
the likeable Armstrong and 
his long-time friend and team 
mate Steve Walker, who was 
also given his marching 
orders by Hellas- 

“| was very attached to 
Hellas,” said Jim,” and en- 
joyed every minute of the time 
1 spent there. That made the 
decision harder to take. 

“There was always great 
team spirit, and the at- 
mosphere about the club had 
something special. The fans 
were great and the whole set- 
up was very professional. 

“The worst thing was that 
Stevie (Walker) and | thought 
we still had something to offer 
and could have easily played 
a few seasons in the national 


league. However, the club 


said we were too old .. . so 
that was the end of it.” 
Armstrong was so 


desperate to remain a part of 
Hellas that he was prepared 


‘to play in the reserves, then 


fight his way back into the first 
team. 

if the insult of being re- 
jected wasn't enough to make 
Armstrong's love for Hellas 
wane, then the club’s attitude 
since parting with the ace 
goalgrabber certainly has 
been. 

When Armstrong and 
Walker said goodbye to 
Hellas, they were promised a 
testimonial presentation ‘in 
the near future’. It's been 
nearly two years since Hellas 
made that promise, and Jim- 
my and Steve are still waiting. 

However, Juventus soccer 
club realises that Armstrong 
has made a valuable con- 
tribution to Australian soccer. 
it has made a presentation to 
him, even though he was with 
the club only a short while. 

After leaving Hellas, 
Armstrong's soccer fortunes 
fluctuated. Playing with 
Juventus, he was successful

in bringing his tally of goats in 
the State League to over the 
magical 150 mark, but suf- 
fered a serious achilles 
tendon injury towards the end 
of the 1977 season. 

Armstong was. not enjoying 
his soccer as much. 

“The State League had 
become very physical, “he 
said,’ and not much soccer 
was played. | had two bones 
in my leg broken before the 
achilles injury and apart from 
that, | missed the atmosphere 
created by the big crowds at 
Hellas games.” 

The severity of Armstrong’s 
achilles tendon injury would 
have made a Jot of players, 
especially those nearing the 
end of their careers, give the 
game away, but the Scottish 
goal ace was determined to 
come back. 

“TT Know that not many 
players can comeback from 
an achilles injury,” said Jim, “I 
was determined to have a 
go.” 
After a successful opera- 
tion and months with his leg in 
plaster, Armstrong started the 
task of strengthening his leg 
in the early months of 1978. 

After a long, grind on the 
comeback trail, Armstrong 
re-appeared in Juventus 
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colors in an Ampol Cup 
match against Frankston. He 
came on as a substitute late In 
the game and ... you gues- 
sed it ... scored a goal. 
That's an indication of the 
man’s greatness. 


Sent off 


However, this season didn't 
bring much joy to Jim 
Armstrong. He scored two 
goals but it was clearly evi- 
dent that he wasn't happy. 
Struggling for form and nurs- 
ing his newly-repaired leg, 
Armstrong was left out of the 
Juve side against Hakoah. 

He didn’t make excuses or 
walk out in a huff. instead, he 
wished the rest of the team 
luck and took his place on the 
bench. 

Unfortunately, Armstrong's 
career ended on a sour note. 
After coming on as a sub- 
Btitute against Croatia on 
July 16, he was sent off after 
being on the field about 90 
seconds. 

One soccer writer thought it 
was hilarious and suggested 
Armstrong's name be entered 
in the Guinness Book of 
Records under the sub- 
heading of fastest sending off. 
However, if Armstrong’s 
name does go into the book 
of records, it should be for his 
goalscoring feats. He’s worthy 
Of it. 

Armstrong retired as a 
result of the sending off. 

“| did a lot of thinking after 
the game,” said Jim, “decided 
to pack It up. Things haven't 
been going right this year and 
the sending off was the last 
Straw, 

“The referee’s decision 
was woeful. | clashed with a 
Croatia player while going for 
the ball and the next thing | 
know, the refs showing me 
the red card. | just blew up. I 
was 80 angry. it was made 
worse by some of the reports 
in the press which sald i'd 
torn up the referee’s yellow 
card and manhandled him. 
That’s absolute rubbish.” 

Armstrong was cleared by 
the tribunal, a decision that at 
least clears his name. 

Jim revealed that he was 
going to retire at the end of 
the season anyway. 

“At the moment I'm study- 
ing three nights a week at 
Preston tnstitute of 
Technolody for a physical 
education degree, “said Jim.” 
It meant that | could only train 
one night a week, which 
wasn't reaily fair on the rest of 
the team.” 

Let's now trace Jim's 
career in Australian soccer. 

After playing for Yoker 
Athletic and Renfrew Juniors 
in Scotland, he came to 
Australia at the invitation of a 
scout from the Hakoah St. 
Kilda club. 

Jim arrived in Australia 
midway through the 1966 
season. However, Yoker 
Athletic refused to clear him 
to Hakoah, so Armstrong was 
left watching Hakoah games 
from the stand with the great 
Dick van Alphen who was 
having trouble getting a 
clearance. 


Mum paid 

Armstrong's problem was 
solved after he sent a mes- 
sage to his mother in 
Scotland, asking her to pay 
Yoker a transfer fee (it was 
between £20 and £50). This 
she did and Jim was free to 
Start his Australian career. 

Steve Walker, who'd 
played against Armstrong in 
Scotland, had tome to 
Australia a few years earlier to 
play for Lions 

However, after the 
clearance hassles were 
solved, Jim ran into more 
trouble. Hakoah's coach at 
the time, Ollle Norris, a 
former Irish International, told 
Armstrong he wasn't good 
enough to play in the first 
team and that he would be 
training with the reserves. 

“It was ridiculous,” said 
Jim. “I'd watched a few 
gamies and knew | could play 
at that level. However, about 
a week after that, Norris was 
sacked, so there was no 
trouble.” 

After this odd beginning, 
Armstrong settled into the 
team and ended top 
goalscorer with six goals 

The following season, 1967, 
Armstrong made Norris eat 
his words by hammering in 19 
goals. 

The ieading-players in the 
Hakoah team were van 


Alphen (a Dutch and 
Australian international), 
John O’Nelll (an irish Inter- 
national), Alan Stenhouse, 
Hugh Murney, Alec Purdie 
and Johnny Anderson. 

After 3% seasons with 
Hakoah {he was top 
goalscorer every season, and 
scored a total of 52 goals), 
Armstrong had a dispute with 
the club over match pay- 
ments. Hakoah wouldn't 
budge and Jim said he would 
not have played at all rather 
than back down. A transfer 
was the only solution. 

Hellas, as it ls now, was one 
of the top clubs. Armstrong's 
goalscoring record made him 
a wanted man. The result — 
Jim transferred to Hellas for 
$5000. 


Old pals 


As fate would have it, 
Walker too was high on the 
wanted list of many clubs. His 
solid displays at centre half 
caught the Hellas eye, and he 
was bought from Lions shortly 
before Armstrong arrived at 
the club. Walker and 
Armstrong became popular 
figures in the Hellas side, as 
well as being pals off the field. 

At Hakoah, Armstrong had 
won a Dockerty Cup winners 
medal in 1966. Now the 
honors started coming thick 
and fast at Hellas. He won two 
Dockerty Cups (1974-75), 
Ampol Cups in 1970 and 
1976, and was in cham- 
pionship winning teams in 
1972-74 and ‘76. 

On top of that, Armstrong 
was top goaiscorer in the 
State League twice (1972, 
1974), and won the Bill Flem- 
ing Medal as Player of the 
Year in 1974. 

During his early years with 
Hellas, Armstrong linked up 
with Ernie Ackerley and Dave 
Gorrie to form the forward 
line. This lethal combination 
destroyed many teams. 

Armstrong scored many 
memorable goals for Hellas. 
However, there are three that 
he remembers as bringing 
him most satisfaction. 


“In the 1970 Ampo! Cup 
final against Footscray 
JUST,” said Jim, “the score 
was level near the end of ex- 
tra time. | managed to score 
the winner, which was an 
enormous thrill.” 

Jim said that two identical 
goals he scored against 
Polonia at Olympic Park were 
memorable 

“They were long-range etf- 
forts, he said. “I just whacked 
the bal! and it went in. That's 
the way | approached 
goalscoring. You've got to 
have a go if you want to score 
If you keep firing at the target, 
you're bound to score a fair 
few.” Any young players with 
aspirations of becoming a top 
striker should take note 

Of course, Armstrong did 
more than just belt the ball at 
goal. He had a “nose” for 
goal, and was cool and 
decisive when finishing off 
scoring opportunities. He was 
remarkably agile for aman of 






his height, and had the skill to 
create goals as well as score 
them. An in-form Jim 
Armstrong would be the 
remedy to most team’s 
goalscoring blues. 

It was the regularity with 
which he scored that 
endeared him to the Hellas 
supporters. Jim Is quick to 
praise that enthusiastic band. 

“They're the best around,” 
said Armstrong,” and they 
support the best club. We'd 
often get more people 
watching us train than other 
State League clubs got at 
their games! - 

“The players would often 
get carried off the ground 
shoulder high, and it wasn't 
uncommon for a fan to dip 
into his pocket and hand you 
some money as you walked 
off the field. That's if we won, 
of course!” 

Jim represented Victoria 10 
times, but didn’t ‘get into the 
scoring way’ with the State 
team.

“However, the highlight of 
my career came when | 
played for Victoria against 
Santos, which included the 
magical Pele.” 

Armstrong played also for 
Victoria against George Best 
and Bobby Chariton, two of 
the most skilful, dynamic and 
popular players ever seen, 
when Manchester United 
toured Australia. 

He scored the winning goal 
in Victoria's historic triumph 
over Bristol Rovers 

Armstrong was called into 
the Socceroo team in 1969. 
He toured with the side to 
Vietnam, which, at the time, 
was in the grip of a war. 

“The tour was aimed at 
creating friendship between 
Australia and the South Viet- 
namese,” said Jim, “but it 
wasn't really enjoyable from a 
player's point of view. The at- 
mosphere of war was depres- 
sing and the people who 
came to watch the games had 
to be searched for bombs. It 
was a scary situation.” 

Australia, then coached by 
Joe Viasits won the tourna- 
ment, which also included 
Hong Kong 

“Joe is a great guy,” said 
Jim. “His nickname. was 
‘uncle’. Joe made all the

players call him ‘uncle as if it 
were his name.” 

However, Armstrong's 
taste for international soccer 
was soured tn 1972. Jim picks 
up the story. 

“it was the bulld-up 
towards the 1974 World Cup 
qualifying rounds,” said Jim.” 
i was getting half a game 
here, and 10 minutes there on 
the Aslan tour. However, 
against South Korea I scored 
a goal and set up.another and 
thought that would clinch my 
place in the 22-man squad 
that was golng to be picked 
for the qualifying rounds. 

“But a few weeks after we'd 
arrived back in Australia |! 
received a phone cal} from

Federation official. He said 
that there had been a change 
of plan and that the squad 
would have three goalkeepers 
instead of the original two. 
This meant that someone had 
to drop out. It was me and | 
was very disappointed.” 


Five caps 

However, in the following 
weeks, the make up of the 
squad was chopped and 
changed and Jim got the im- 
pression that the story about 
the extra goalkeeper was a 
cover-up. 

“| wasn't happy about the 
procedure they used,” he 
said. “| don’t know if it was in- 
ternal politics that led to me 
being axed, but it makes me 
wonder what goes on in the 
top soccer administration 
circles.” 

Armstrong gained five of- 
ficial caps for Australia. 

The loss of Armstrong is a 
blow to the State League, Ad- 
mittediy he hasn't set the 
world on fire this season but 
local soccer is so deprived of 
big names and personalities 
that we can't afford to lose 
any 

His service to soccer 
deserves recognition. 
Juventus made a kind gesture 
with its presentation to 
Armstrong, but what of 
Hellas? Has the club forgotten 
how much pleasure 
Armstrong brought to the 
fans? 

Armstrong is a gentleman. 
He enjoyed playing soccer 
and will continue to be active 
in the sport. He will be 
remembered as one of the 
greats.

Victorian State League club George Cross will be 
without stars Paul Murphy and Kevin Walker when it 
tackles in-form Canberra City in their Philips Cup se- 
cond round match at Olympic Park at 6.45pm tonight. 


However, coach John 
Sanchez is confident his team 
is good enough to test the 
national league side. 

Murphy walked out after 
being dropped for George 
Cross’ game against Preston 
Makedonia, and hasn't 
returned. 

Walker's business com- 
mitments prevented him from 
training regularly and it was a 
combination of this and bad 
form which led to him being 
omitted from the team. It's a 
Catch 22 situation — Walker 
can't train enough, but until 
he does he won't be con- 
sidered for selection. 

Georgie will miss the pair. 

Against Canberra, which has 
maintained a steady push 
away from the bottom of the 
PSL in recent weeks, the 
‘Cross will need all the ex- 
perience it can muster. 
- Murphy is an old cam- 
paigner. His nuggetty frame 
and his bustling style would 
upset Canberra in midfield. 

Walker, a dazzling winger 
or midfielder on his day, was 
one of the key players in 
George cross’ championship 
winning team. His skills may 
have worried Canberra’s 
young full backs Danny 
Moulis and Mike 
Milovanovic. 

Sanchez, who has done 
weil with Georgie since taking 
over two months ago when 
former coach, now player, 
Billy Wilkinson resigned, said 
he’s ‘not worried’ about 
Canberra. 

“|'m not worried about the 
reputations of Canberra's big 
name players,” said Sanchez. 
“Of course we'll have a few lit- 
tle plans to help us but our 
side is good enough to make 
Canberra worry as well”. 

He added that, like 
Canberra, Georgie was just 
beginning to get into gear and 
was playing the best it has all 
season 

“Fil be looking for my boys 
to play well as a team,” said 
Sanchez.

George Cross is a great 
fighting team. Even when the 
side is trailing, the players still 
put everything into their 
game.

Matches between Greek

Anticipating this type of whirlwind star, 
Alexander coach John Margaritis will 
probably instruct his players to hang back in 
defence and search out any gaps which may 
be created by Hellas’ commitment to attack.

] am sure that, when | used 
to arrive back in Melbourne 
from the various cham- 
pionships and rave on about 
the Kosminas, the Cummings 
and the Johnstons, people 
thought | was crazy and 
nobody would take any notice 
bacause these players I 
talked about were only 
youngsters and clubs were 
frightened to take the gamble 
of playing sixteen or 
seventeen-year-olds. 

| am glad to say that things 
have changed and nowadays, 
it is the trend for clubs in the 
big P. S_L. to have youngsters 
regularly playing in the first 
teams, youngsters who have 
come up through their own 
breeding grounds. 

It is my opinion that there 
are many Craig Johnstons all 
over Australia but they have 
not been fortunate enough to 
have endured the intensive 
coaching and rigorous com- 
petition this lad has been able 
to encounter in England with 
the Middiesborough club 

In comparison, the average 
training a young aspirant 
receives in Australia, amounts 
to approximately two nights a 
week each session lasting two 
hours under some of the most 
pathetic facilities imaginable. 

Include the game at the end 
of the week and you have a 
total involvement of 6% hours. 

Compare that with a 20- 
hour per week programme of 
an overseas team with top 
class facilities and excellent 
coaches. and it's understan- 
dable that so much maturity 
was apparent in Johnston's 
play on his return from UK 

Another thing that hinders 
young players out here in 
their rise to the top are the 
destractions — too numerous

to mention — hot weather, 
beaches, drinking, girls, easy 
money, own cars, etc. 

There is no doubt that 
Australia has many young 
stars on the hirizon who, with 
a similar build-up to that of 
Johnston's over a four-year 
period, would be adequately 
prepared by the time the next 
world cup comes around. 

With the nucleus there and 
a sprinkling of four or five ex- 
perjenced campaigners, | am 
certain that Australla would 
be held in high esteem when 
battling against the other na- 
tions. 

In my travels throughout 
the various States, | have 
seen some very exciting 
prospects. ‘ 

in the goalkeeping depart- 
ment. there are many _ top- 
class custodians — Peter
